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Counci! hears grievances 
from Akinsdale residents 


Acting as spokesman of a 
group of Akinsdale residents 
Mr. R, Sinha presented a list 
of six grievances to the Com- 
mittee of the Whole at the 
meeting on Monday, Sept. 16, 
The residents had decided 
unanimously to bring these 
“facts’’ to the attention of 
Council at a meeting held 
Sept, 14. 

Because they did not have 
the necessary appointment 
scheduled on the agenda, a 
motion was introduced by 
Coun, Bakker to permit the 
residents the opportunity to 
speak to the Committee, This 
motion was passed 7 to 0, 

Mr, Sinha began his re- 
marks by stating that at the 
three hour meeting held by 
the residents it had been 
decided to bring the matter 
to the attention of the pro- 
vince and the Town Council, 
He went on to state that it 
was ‘their intention to not 


only seek satisfaction for 
themselves but to endeavour 
to insure that future resi- 
dents did not encounter the 
same difficulties. 

In a document circulated 
to the Committee by Mr. 
Sinha, the six grievances 
were outlined, Item one drew 
attention to “living condi- 
tions in the new developing 
mudholes in Akinsdale,’’ 
Roads, sidewalks,  tele- 
phones, street lights, gar- 
bage collection and property 
value were discussed in this 
item, 

“Things are so bad that 
last week two RCMP veh- 
icles and one tow truck got 
stuck in the mud, (think what 
will happen in case of fire 
or emergency),’’ the letter 
stated, The information con- 
tinued, stating “‘we request 
the Council to see that pro- 
per action is taken imme- 
diately to complete roads, 


street lights, telephones and 
arrangement for the garbage 
pickup, ”’ 

The second item urged 
Council to insure, through 
agreement with the develop- 
ers that essential services 
are provided before a new 
home can _ be considered 
ready for occupancy, The 
services mentioned included 
roads, street lights, side- 
walks, curbs and gutters and 
telephones, ‘‘Teléphones,’’ 
stated the document, ‘should 
be put in the same category 
as water, gas and power.” 

The third item drew atten- 
tion to the fact that the tax 
assessment for the year has 
been made on the basis that 
all services mentioned were 
to be provided. The resi- 
dents called for a refund of 
the taxes levied against these 
services for the year inview

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Power skating 
- an alternative 


If you want to -help im- 
prove the power of your 
boys and girls skating with- 
out putting them through a 
figure skating course why 
not encourage them to take 
up power skating? 

Such a program is again 
being offered in St, Albert 
this year, and is designed 
to improve recreational 
Skating, 

Many parents may well 
have had the experience of 
their child coming up to 
them and saying, ‘‘Mom, I 
sure hate figure skating,’’ 
Of course, Mom then begins 
to wonder how, without fig- 
ure skating exercises, her 
little darling boy or girl 
is going to turn into the 
wonder skater of the cen- 
tury. Well power skating 
provides the answer to this 
problem, 

Power skating courses are 
designed, like figure skat- 
ing, to increase leg muscle 
strength, but it should be 
noted that the big difference 
between power and figure 
skating is not so much the 
exercises utilized, rather in 
the blades worn by the skat- 
er.

wooded camp site near the

Once more we were on 
our way arriving in Fort 
McMurray around eight 
o’clock, We were soon sett- 
led in the Riviera Motels, 
all except two ladies who 
had to go to another loca- 
tion, The couple at the desk 
were most cordial and polit- 
ely answered our many que- 
ries about their town, Rooms 
were large with twin beds, 
bathrooms and telephone and 
colored TV, Both Edmon- 
ton channels came in well, 

Fort McMurray is almost 
surrounded by hills, except 
on the north side where the 
famous Athabasca river 
flows, At the bridge site 
there is an island with a 
nice clump of spruce in the 
middle, It’s a fast growing 
town and accommodation is 
hard to come by, An ad in 
the local paper reads: 

$500 REWARD 

For information that will 
enable us to obtain a lot on 
which we can build a house 
in Fort McMurray, 

Please reply with loca- 


tion, lot number, block, plan 
and price to Box MD, 95, 
Another item in the Courter 
referred to the drawing of 
lots for residential lots, 
They sell at $140 per front 
foot, 

Fort McMurray started 
out as a trading post esta~- 
blished by the North West 
Company in 1788, Almost 
over 100 years later Moberly 
founded Fort McMurray in 
1870 and named it after a 
partner in the North West 
Company situated at the 
junction of the Clearwater 
and Athabasca rivers, Itwas 
on a direct water route to 
the East, 
when in the early 1920's, the 
Alberta and Great Water- 
ways railroad was built, It 
became the end of steel, so 
freight was unloaded from 
the train or freight cars to 
the waiting barges bound for 
the far north, Fish also be- 
came an export, So with the 
furs, fish and freight the 
town was always a thriving 
one, 

The spring of 1966 High- 
way 63 was opened as a 
gravelled highway, Since 
then most of it has been 
paved, the remaining 70 
miles will hopefully be com- 
pleted this year. Now with 


the opening of the Great Can- 
adian Oil Sands Company, 
25 miles away, Fort McMur- 
ray has really grown and 
prospered without becoming 
a shack town, Wide clear 
streets, modern house in- 
dividually planned, with neat 
lawns and flowers, modern 
schools and churches, shop- 
ping centres, make it an eye 
catching town, It was a real 
treat todrink their clear cold 
soft water, obtained from the 
Athabasca river and treated 
with fluoride and chlorine. 

Thursday morning we en- 
joyed a bus tour of the town 
with an hour’s stop at the 
shopping centre, Prices are 
no higher than in Edmonton, 
Meals also were pretty much 
the same price, 

At two o’clock we left to 
visit the Tar Sands, Words 
fail me to describe the enor- 
mous transaction going on 
there, Four thousand acres 
have been leased containing 
enough oil to supply the plant 
for 30 years, The planthasa 
capacity of 45,000 barrels of 
synthetic crude oil daily. 
About 450 men are employed 
and they live in Fort Mc- 
Murray. The machinery is 
so huge it’s terrifying to 
look at it. We had as a guide 
a young University of Alberta 


student who was most infor- 
mative, An American with a 
Texas drawl gave us a list 
of large figures too high to 
memorize. 

Friday we were up early 
to be ready to leave at 8 
a.m, Breakfast was served 
from 6 to 11 a.m. and the 
staff is really kept busy. 
Our waitress told me she 
had to be up at 4:30 a.m, to 
start work at 5 a.m. Meals 
were good and well served, 
There had been fog most of 
the night and it was still 
foggy when we left, and 
later turning to rain and this 
lasted most of the trip back. 

Arriving at Wandering 
River at 11 a.m. we stopped 
there for lunch, With three 
waitresses serving us we 
were on our way again short- 
ly after 12 p.m, Tasty meals, 
quickly and attractively ser- 
ved, reasonably priced did 
credit to a no doubt very 
busy restaurant, 

A stop at Athabasca would 
no doubt have been enjoyed 
by all but it was pouring rain 
so we travelled on arriving 
at Morinville at 1:30 p,m, 
two hours sooner than ex- 
pected, 

A hearty thank you to Miss 
Chamberland who devoted so 
much time, so many hours 


organizing the wonderful 
trip, and her winning smile, 
keen interest in everyone’s 
welfare and comfort, her 
patience in listening with a 
kindly interest to our many 
tales (some of them tall 
tales) of the past. Thank you 
Marjolaine, 

To our good bus driver 
too, a big thank you. Quiet, 
efficient, courteous with al- 
Ways a ready answer to our 
many questions pertaining 
to our trip. We are looking 
forward to another trip next 
year. Where to???

the situation and that Mr, 
Hyndman, Minister of Edu- 
cation would again be in- 
formed and would be con- 
tacting them shortly. 

Chairman of the Central 
Sturgeon Agricultural So- 
ciety Mr, A, Kivel said in 
his brief that he was anxious 
to receive help for a new 
community centre to pro- 
vide the necessary recrea- 
tional facilities for what 
would become a major 
growth centre. 

Secretary of the Munici- 
pal District of Sturgeon No, 
90 Alphonse Nobert expres- 
sed concern over the severe 
liquidation of land for agri- 
cultural use by sand gravel 
and top soil removal, so that 
the land had eventually nil 
value for taxation, The MD 
wanted revisions to the High- 
way Traffic Act and the Pub- 
lic Service Vehicles act so 
that speed limits and the 
weights of vehicles could be 
controlled. He expressed 
concern at the lack of in- 
dustrial assessment in the 
area which could lead to 
nothing but an increase in 
the mill rate if people ex- 
pected to have the range of 
services they had inthe city, 

Mr. Leitch promised help 
here though pointing out 
there were large problems 
particularly in regards to 
the relationship of the lar- 
ger and smaller centres, 

The secretary-treasurer 
of the Town of Morinville, 
Paul Brochu, asked for an 
extension of the North East 
water supply looping in with 
St, Albert so that water sup- 
plies were met up to 1981, 
Since Morinville was becom- 
ing a satellite town Mr, Bro- 
chu pointed out the problem 
of traffic congestion and ask~- 
ed the Government for help 


in an improved road pro- 
gram, Mr, Leitch replied 
that there was a proposal to 
widen the road at St, Albert 
as well as improve the in- 
teresections. He promised 
positive help in improving 
the water supply to Morin- 
ville. 

In a brief from the Thi- 
beault School Division Sup- 
erintendent Norman Tretiak 
painted a critical picture. 

Schools in the Division 
were already at 100 percent 
occupancy but by 1975 with 
an extra 240 single dwell- 
ings to be built, the schools 
would have to cope with an 
enrollment of 43 per cent up 
on present figures, Mr, Tre- 
tiak also mentioned there 
was growing dissatisfaction 
with the Notre Dame School 
which was now considered 
obsolete by modern educa- 
tional standards, 

Mr. Leitch promised that 
Education Minister Lou Hyn- 
dman could help out here and 
the matter would be raised 
with the Minister within two 
weeks, . 

Carl Royan, director of
